It appears 
likely that submarines are also having difficulty.

Discussed Seahorg** visit to Moscow which will occur in 
approximately 30 day*. Wished that a major effort be made 
to brief the party and insure a maximum intelligence take. 


They discussed th# question of what were the Soviet objectives 
in Cuba. Still very unclear a s to whether the long* range 
plan la a graduated withdrawal or whether they intend to 
nmistain Soviet forces there our nanently.
